Tha  Jaaaop  arms  are  illustrated  in  the  Colonial  iVollle9  of 
f^erloa  by  Hut  a  Lawrence,  v,  7,  p.  2G2,  They  are  described  aa 
follows:  Barry  of  six  urgent  and  azure,  on  the  firat  nJn©  mullets 
gulos,  three,  tareo  and  three.  Croat:  A  dove  standing  on  an 
olive  oration  propor,  The  family  is  noted  as  having  originated 
from  the  vicinity  of  Sheffield  and  settled  in  Baltimore. 
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In  ’’Colonial  i'arailios  of  America*’  Vol.  VII*  p#  202,  wo  find 
that  Jessop  or  Jessup  is  an  Anglicised  form  of  Guiseppa,  the 
Italian  equivalent  of  the  ancient  Biblical  given  name  Joseph, 
vwiich  has  ever  been  popular  among  the  Christian  natious*  2ha 
Jaasops  in  England  aro  moat  numerous  in  Yorkshire,  Notts,  and  Lin¬ 
colnshire.  '.'he  American  branches  arc  mostly  from  the  Yortrahiro 

familios  in  tho  vicinity  of  Sheffield,  prominent  among  which  is 
tne  Jessop  of  Broom  Hall,  which  can  be  traced  back  to  1550*  i‘ivo 
branches  of  tno  family  sent  reprea an cstivos  to  America,  the  pion¬ 
eers  being  Cnomas  Jessop  from  Loeda,  England  to  North  Carolina; 
bill lam  Jessup  from  Glasgow,  Scotland;  Ndward  Jessup  from  Yor«- 
3niro  to  Nov/  Haven,  Connecticut;  John  Jessup,  who  settled  in  New 
Jersey  in  1730  and  Yiilliara  Jessop. 

WILLIAM  J^iJOJ,  a  native  of  Manchester  or  tno  vicinity  of 
Sheffield,  loft  home  before  reaching  manhood  and  migrated  to 
Maryland;  described  himself  as  a  collier;  was  engaged  as  manager 
of  the  iron  wor.es  of  the  Baltimore  Company  and  settled  in  the 
vicinity  of  Baltimore,  Maryland*  Married  Margaret  Walker  of  Dor- 
cne3ter  Co.,  Ud*  JJneir  son  Charles  Jessop,  was  bora  November  6, 
1750  and  died  April  2,  1820,  of  wnora  further.

CHARLES  JESSOP,  born  Not*  6,  1759,  was  described  as  possess¬ 
ing  "remarkable  personal  beauty  of  the  manly  type”*  In  Genealogy 
and  Biography  of  the  Leading  Families  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  and 
Baltimore  County,  Maryland,  we  find  a  reoord  whioh  says  that 
Charles  Jesaop  settled  at  Ridgely's  Forge,  and  served  as  general 
manager  for  General  Ridgely  for  many  years,  that  by  trade  he  was 
both  a  wheelwright  and  a  millwright*  In  early  life  he  was  the 
strongest  man  in  the  state,  weighing  about  three  hundred  pounds, 
and  people  would  come  from  all  part3  of  the  country  to  wrestle 
with  him,  so  widespread  was  his  reputation  in  that  art* 

Later  he  Joined  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  became  a  great 
ohuroh  worker  and  gave  the  ground  on  which  was  erected  the  house 
of  worship  known  os  Jessop  Ohuroh*  He  also  contributed  liberally 
to  its  erection,  took  a  jjrominont  and  active  part  in  all  public 
affairs  for  the  good  of  the  community,  and  in  his  business  ven¬ 
tures  met  with  a  well-deserved  success,  for  on  starting  out  in  life 
for  himself  his  capital  consisted  of  only  a  pair  of  willing  hands, 
a  strong  constitution  and  a  de termination  to  suooeed* 

On  April  12,  1786  he  was  married  by  Dr*  Vte3t  to  iiary  Gorauoh, 
who  was  born  in  Baltimore  County,  lid*  about  1767,  sinoo  she  died 
July  29,  1832  at  the  age  of  65.  According  to  Colonial  Families 
of  America,  Vol.  VII.  page  202,  he  established  his  residence  at 
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this  time  at  Vauxhall,  Baltimore  County,  Md. ,  an  estate  of  approx¬ 
imately  five  hundred  and  seventy  six  aores,  and  subsequently  de¬ 
voted  his  energies  to  agricultural  pursuits*  However,  01211.  &  BIO. 
01 f  0 P  THIS  CITY  OP  ML.  &  ML.  CO. ,  HI),  says  that  "in 

1798  he  removed  to  the  eighth  district  and  purchased  the  Vauxhall 
place"* 


According  to  Historic  Graves  of  Maryland  and  the  District  of 

Columbia  by  Helen  W.  Ridgely,  "Vauxhall"  has  been  in  the  Jessop 

family  for  generations.  It  is  on  the  county  road  starting  from 

the  York:  turnpike,  near  the  fourteenth  milestone,  and  running  east 

towards  "Sweet  Air",  about  one  mile  from  the  York  Pike.  Here  are 

buried,  many  of  the  Jessop  family  and  many  of  the  following  records

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GEORGS  JK3B0P,  son  of  Charles  and  Mary  Qoreuoh  Jessop,  was 
born  July  6,  1803  and  died  April  3,  1087,  age  84  yra.  He  was 
educated  in  the  public  schools  near  his  boyhood  home,  and  his  bus¬ 
iness  training  was  received  upon  the  farm  under  the  direction  of 
his  father.  Becoming  a  thorough,  systematic  and  skillful  agri¬ 
culturist,  he  successfully  followed  that  pursuit  through  life,  and 
as  a  business  man  was  energetic  and  reliable. 

Mr.  Jesaop  was  twice  married,  his  first  union  being  on  May  19, 
1840,  with  Miss  Elizabeth  Ashton,  a  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Elizabeth 
Ashton,  whose  home  was  near  Bel  Air,  in  Harford  County,  lid.  5ha 
was  born  about  1819,  being  35  years  of  age  when  she  died  May  5,  1854.

GEORGE  JESSOP,  son  of  George  and  Elizabeth  Ashton  Jessop,  was 
born  Sept.  3,  1847,  about  a  half-mile  from  the  house  where  he  spent 
the  major  part  of  his  life.  He  began  his  education  under  a  pri¬ 
vate  governess  at  home,  later  attending  New  Windsor  College  in 
Carroll  County,  lid.,  and  completed  his  literary  course  at  Newton 
Academy  at  West  Baltimore.  Returning  home  at  the  age  of  eighteen, 
he  assisted  in  the  cultivation  of  the  home  farm  until  his  death, 
which  occurred  July  16,  1923. 

In  1887  he  established  the  Marble  Hill  Mill,  did  all  kinds 
of  mill  work,  including  the  manufacture  of  sash,  doors  and  blinds, 
and  also  dealt  in  lumber,  coal,  fertilizers  and  agricultural  im¬ 
plements.  He  served  as  vestryman  of  the  Episcopal  Church  at  Cock- 
eysville,  with  which  he  was  connected.

"Discovery  in  unexpected  places  of  an  ancient  and  yellowed 
Baltimore  newspaper  is  comparatively  frequent  in  tnis  city  where 
the  public  prints  sprouted  lavishly  during  the  nineteenth  century, 
but  tne  copy  of  the  Baltimore  Clipper,  May  25,  1840,  which,  ninety- 
eight  years  later,  came  into  the  possession  of  Howard  Wheeden,  of 
Forest  Parle,  Baltimore,  Md. ,  was  of  special  interest.  It  was 
presented  by  his  sister-in-law,  Mrs.  Marvin  Merryman,  of  Bradshaw, 
Md. ,  who  found  the  paper  while  repairing  an  old  family  portrait. 

Neatly  folded,  the  paper  was  inserted  between  the  portrait 
and  a  wooden  panel  which  formed  the  back  of  the  picture.  On  an 

inside  page  was  noted  the  death  of  Capt.  Thomas  Wheeden.  Mrs. 

Merryman  recognized  the  name  as  that  of  the  grandfather  of  her 
sister's  nusband,  and  last  wee*  she  presented  the  grandson  with 
the  periodical. 

At  the  time  the  newspaper  was  placed  in  the  picture  neither 
the  Wheeden  nor  the  Merryman  family  knew  of  the  other's  existence. 

Co-incidences  in  connection  with  its  discovery,  however,  did 
not  end  there,  for  the  paper  also  contained  an  announcement  of 
the  marriage  of  George  Jessop  to  a  Miss  Elizabeth  Ashton,  of  Har¬ 
ford  County,  whose  children  now  are  friends  of  the  family. 

The  Baltimore  Clipper  was  first  issued  September  7,  1839; 
its  last  was  September  30,  1865."
